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NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 09/30/2009 has been entered. 

Status of the Claims 

2. Claims 6 and 7 have been amended by the Applicant in correspondence filed on 
09/30/2009. Claims 6 and 7 are currently pending. This is the first Office Action on the merits 
of the claim(s) following a request for continued examination. 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

3. Claims 6 and 7 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, because the phrase 
"a patient in need thereof was considered indefinite. This rejection is moot in light of 
Applicants' amendment Claim 6. 

4. Claim 6 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stacker 
(International Application WO 02/0403 1, provided in IDS). This rejection is moot in light of 
Applicants' amendment Claim 6. 

5. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stacker (above). 
This rejection is moot in light of Applicants' amendment Claim 6. 
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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants' 
amendments to Claims 6 and 7 have overcome all the standing rejections under 35 U.S.C. §§ 
102(b), 103(a), and 1 12, second paragraph. The prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
invention as claimed. The art teaches that probucol is metabolized, in vivo, to probucol 
spiroquinone, then to probucol diphenoquinone, then, finally, to probucol bisphenol. Probucol 
has been demonstrated to lower HDL, whereas probucol bisphenol has been demonstrated to 
increase HDL. Applicants are the first to demonstrate that probucol spiroquinone and probucol 
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diphenoquinine increases HDL, thus showing that these compounds are effective for the 
treatment of low-HDL cholesterolemia and arteriosclerosis. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
